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Elba Council differs on road request 


The Elba City Council met 
Monday with two members absent. 
Mrs. Williams and Mrs. Yelverton 
were both out of town, according to 
Mayor English. 

The council paid the bills and 
listened to a complaint from Lamar 
Hall concerning property lines and a 
city street.

One of Coffee County’s oldest 
and most recognizable landmarks 
became just a memory last weekend 
when the Damascus School, located 
approximately six miles south of 
Elba, was completely destroyed by 
fire. 

The blaze was discovered late 
Saturday night, Oct. 10, by a passing 
motorist and was totally engulfed by 
flames before firefighters from 
surrounding communities could 
arrive at the scene. 

Firefighters prevented the fire 
from spreading to a nearby wooded 
area, but the old school was too far 
gone to save as the firefighters and 
residents of the community could 
only watch helplessly as the wood 
frame school lit up the sky for miles 
around! 

The original Damascus School 


discussed between Hall and the 
council on several previous 
occasions.

was constructed in 1890 and was 
renovated in 1927 when three 
classrooms were built. With the 
arrival of school buses in the 
mid-1930’s many smaller community 
schools were closed, and four such 
schools consolidated with the 
Damascus School, including Sand 
Hill, Bradshaw, Harrison and Union. 
An auditorium and basketball court 
were added at the time of the 
consolidation, along with — six 
additional classrooms, which housed 
students in grades kindergarten 
through ninth. 

The school was closed in 1965 
when further consolidation occurred 
and the school and grounds were 
purchased by residents of the 
community and used as a center of 
community activities, The school 
building became weather-worn in 


the railroad. 

According to long-time residents 
of Elba these wings had been used as 
public streets for many, many years. 
However, the city council voted prior 
to the purchase by Dorsey of the 
railroad property, to allow this 
action.

County employees petition commission to alter makeup of committee 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Oct, 12, at the courthouse in Enter- 
prise and appointed three 
commissioners to serve on a 
committee to study a request made 
by county employees that the 
method of selecting members of the 
county’s grievance committee be 
changed. 

Hayes Ammons, an employee of 
the county highway department, 
stated he was representing the 
majority of employees in the county 
departments and presented a 
petition signed by a large number of 
employees seeking a change in 
election of the members of the 
committee that hears all grievances 
from county employees. 

Ammons stated the employees 
would like to see a six-member 
committee, with the members being 
elected by a vote of employees in the 
various departments. According to 
Ammons, the new method would 
allow for the election of two 
members from the highway depart- 
ment and engineering department, 
one member from the probate office 
and maintenance crew, one member 
from the revenue office and mapping 
and appraisal office, one member 
from the sheriff's office and one from 
the county's list of elected officials. 

Under the current method, the 
grievance committee is composed of 
four members picked by the county 
commission, and the present 


committee includes one commis- 
sioner, the probate judge, the county 
administrator and the revenue 
commissioner. 

Commissioner Billy Eagerton 
took offense to the suggestion and 
declared, ‘If anyone is not pleased 
with what I’ve done as a member of 
the committee, I'll be glad to step 
off,’ while Commissioner Sid 
Averett stated, ‘'l believe that since 
the county commission is the govern- 
ing body of the county it should have 
the authority to choose the members 
of the committee. 1 think all the 
members now serving on_ the 
committee are doing a good job, and 
if the commission continues to pick 
the members of the committee it 
would eliminate interdepartmental 
politics that might occur if the 
employees actually elect the 
members themselves,” 

County engineer Mark Pool 
reported that in some counties the 
grievance committees were com- 
posed of non-county employees, 
such as businessmen, who had no 
ties to any department or official; 
however, the suggestion drew 
immediate opposition from the entire 
commission and the idea was quickly 
dropped. 

The commission appointed 
Commissioners Bill Faulk, Robert 
Stevens and Damascus Crittenden to 
serve on a committee to study the 
grievance committee matter and 
report back at the next meeting on its 


findings and to make any 
recommendations concerning 
changes. 

Monday’s meeting began at 9 
a.m., and after the routine approval 
of the minutes bids were opened on a 
number of items, 

The only bidder on a _ new 
gasoline pumping system to be used 
at the county shop was McKinney 
Petroleum Supply, who received the 
contract with a bid of $9,528.74. The 
new system will include two sub- 
merged pumps and two dual 
dispensers, along with a keylock 
system that will automatically charge 
the amount of gas pumped to each 
department’s vehicle and allow the 
commission to have a detailed usage 
chart of all fuel used. 

The SouthTrust Bank of Coffee 
County was again chosen as the 
depository of county funds, and as 
the depository for probate office 
funds after the local bank offered the 
county the best rates on deposits and 
loans, while Copter Pest Control was 
awarded the county's pest control 
service with a bid of $147.50 per 
month, which was $2.50 less per 
month than the bid received from 
Kersey Termite Company. 

County engineer Mark Pool 
received permission to purchase 
humerous pieces of equipment that 
will aid in the total upkeep of county 
roads. The equipment approved for 
purchase included an asphalt distrib 
ulor, an asphalt tank, a herbicide 


spray unit and a lowboy trailer, Bids 
on the equipment will be opened at 
the next meeting on Oct. 26, as will 
bids on crushed stone, gasoline and 
diesel fuel and materials for bridges 
to be constructed on dirt roads in 
nine locations across the county. 

The discussion on how best to 
divide the crushed stone set for use 
on dirt roads took place and county 
engineer Mark Pool recommended 
that the stone be divided into piles 
for each district with the tonnage in 
tach pile being dependent on the 
lumber of miles of dirt roads in the 
number of miles of dirt roads in the 
districts. Using this method, accord- 
ing to the engineer, the stone would 
be allocated as follows: District 1 - 
227 tons; District 2 - 200; District 3 - 
118; District 4 - 291; District 5 - 46; 
District 6 - 18; and District 7 - 9 tons. 

The commission had mixed 
emotions about the plan because of 
the topography of the various dirt 
roads and instructed the engineer to 
distribute the stone as needed, with 
no mention of district lines, 

In other action at the bi-monthly 
meeting the commission: 
***was told by the county engineer 
that he would update plans on how 
best to stripe the courthouse parking 
lot in Enterprise; 
***appointed commissioners Sid 
Averett, Eugene Bradley and Bill 
Faulk to serve on a committee to 
work with Enterprise officials in an 
attempt to solve the traffic problems 


at the courthouse in Enterprise; 
***was told that last weekend's 
auction of surplus equipment was a 
big success with a total of over 
$113,000 received from various 
buyers; 

***stated that it was county policy 
that any employee with over 240 
hours of vacation time must take the 
additional vacation time by Oct. 1 
each year or lose it; 

***was told it would take approxi- 
mately six weeks for the striping of 
all county roads to be completed; 
***heard the engineer state that 
while Couch Inc. had agreed to 
repair all roadway damaged by the 
hauling of rocks to construction sites 
of new staging fields in the county, 
Wiregrass Construction had not 


repaired the damage it has done on 
county roads; 

***agreed to check with the county 
attorney before doing any work on a 
road at the Girl Scout Camp located 
in Coffee County; 

***agreed to send out invitations to 
bid on two new patrol cars for the 
sheriff's department; 

***heard a rural county resident 
complain about dumping on the dirt 
road on which he lives; 

***was informed that Gov. Guy Hunt 
would speak at the Enterprise 
Chamber of Commerce meeting on 
Oct. 22 at Enterprise State Junior 
College, and 

***heard Commissioner Billy 
Eagerton plead for help to the 
Wesley Chapel Road,

On the second Monday in 
October schools and various organi- 
zations celebrate Columbus Day.

On the evening 
of Halloween, the last day of 
October, children disguise them- 
selves with masks and costumes and 
go from door to door asking for 
treats.

In appearance Sara Mac is a 
pretty, petite, silver-haired lady with 
a refined, genteel manner - a truly 
“Southern Lady,’’ one of my highest 


accolades for a person, 

As a friend and I were saying at a 
ball game recently, we love the 
expression, ‘‘American by Birth; 
Southern by the Grace of God”’ - not 
wanting to offend. any of my 
Northern friends of course, as I’m 
sure they are equally as proud of 
their ‘‘Yankee”’ heritage! 

Sara Mac was born October 9, 
1915, in Escambia County, in the city 
of Brewton. She came to Elba after 
her father started working with the 
Pea River Power Company, in 1914, 
and lived at the dam all her 
growing-up life. 

She was one of three children 
born to Pope Gordon Mathis, whom 
everyone called Gordon, and the 
former Miss Celia McCellan Mathis, 

Sara Mac’s mother, Miss Celia, 
died when she was 12 years old. Her 
father Gordon was quite a gentleman 
and entrepreneur, and therein lies a 


most interesting story. The 
following is excerpted from the 
Alabama Journal dated Sept. 12, 


1959; 

“*P.G. Mathis of Elba believes 
that electric power consumption and 
progress are inseparable. He has 
seen many towns in southeast 
Alabama grow from small centers of 
a few hundred residents to larger 
centers of human activity, He 
believes that back of much of this 
progress is the production and 
consumption of electricity, 

“It seems fitting that he should 
feel this way when it is considered 
that he is one who has helped 
pioneer the production and distribu- 
tion of electricity in this area. Joining 
the Pea River Power Company in 
May, 1914, he was responsible for 
extension of power facilities into 
such widely separated communities 
as Spring Hill, Ariton, Clio, Brun- 
didge, Kinston and Opp, 

"When I quit the power 
company here in 1929, there were 
about three electric stoves in the’ 
Elba area,’ Mr. Mathis stated. ‘It is 
interesting to note the tremendous 
number of appliances which are 
being used in this same area today,’ 

**Mathis, along with Dan Brooks 
and Dr. C.P. Hayes Sr., had been 
associated in a telephone exchange 
operation since 1924. When he left 
the power company in 1929, he 
secured their part of the telephone 
company, and for the next 14 years 
was owner of the telephone facilities 
which served Elba. Having taken 
over a system which was virtually 
destroyed in the flood of 1929, the 
veteran power company superin- 
tendent now concentrated his efforts 
in providing telepone facilities for his 
city, It has been said that very few 
cities of its size could boast the good 
service that P.G. Mathis provided,”’ 


After the death of Sara Mac’s 
mother, Mr. Gordon married the 
former Georgia Page, who was from 
the Curtis Community. Miss Georgia 
first worked in the Elba telephone 
office, but will be more widely and 
fondly remembered as having owned 
and operated the Ideal Dress Shop, 
located next to Whitman's Drug 
Store, for approximately 35 years. 

The two brothers of Sara Mac 
are: 

Ben Mathis, who is a widowers 
residing in Springfield, Mass. His 
wife was the former Freda Stonia, a 
native of Chicopee, Mass, Mr. Ben is 
the owner and chairman of the board 
of the Buick-Cadillac-Oldsmobile 
dealership in Chicopee, Mass., 
which is now operated by his three 
daughters; Tina, Heidi and Daria. 

Malcolm Mathis was killed 
during WWII. He was an aerial 
photographer with the Air Force and

was killed when his place crashed on 
takeoff from McDill AFB, Tampa, 
Fla. 

Sara Mac married James Harold 
English, better known as ‘‘Hank.’’ 
He was born Sept. 25, 1912, one of 
two children of Judge J.O. English 
and the former Miss Clyde Kimmey. 

Judge English was a_ dis- 
tinguished personage, having served 
as mayor of Elba for one term and 
probate judge of Coffee County for 
24 years. He never lost an election in 
the four times he ran for the office! 

Celia remembers her grandfather 
fondly as ‘ta good Christian man, 
who, if one followed in his footsteps, 
would not have to do as he said, but 
do as he did,"’ 

Mr. Hank was in the Merchant 
Marines and was wounded in WWII 
and suffered extensive injuries as 
the result of a torpedo hitting the 
**Maiden Creek,’’ the ship to which 
he was assigned. 

He was the chief probate clerk of 
Coffee County for 24 years. 

Sister of Hank is June Byrd. She 
and her husband Sam, a native of 
Cordele, Ga., currently reside there. 
June retired from the Dept. of 
Human Resources in 1982 and Mr. 
Sam is also retired. 

They are the parents of two 
children; Beth, who is married to 
Tommy Williams, an Elba native. 
She is an LPN at Elba General 
Nursing Home and the mother of 
three children, Tommy is employed 
as a truck driver. 

Tim, whois currently making his 
home in Cordele, Ga. 

Mr. Hank passed away in the 
early 60’s, at the age of 57, a victim 
of lung cancer. 

About her father, Celia recalled, 
‘‘Daddy was an avid fisherman and 
hunter, and Mother went right along 
with him fishing -- she didn’t hunt 
but she loved to fish!’’ 

Born to Sara Mac and Hank were 
three children: Celia, Buddy and 
Malcolm. 

Celia is the mother of two sons, 
Buddy and Tommy, and as she 
laughingly described her occupation, 
is a ‘‘poultry farmer.’’ The name of 
her farm is *‘CETOMBY” - an 


acronym for the first letters/ 
syllables of hers and her sons’ 
names. 


Prior to becoming a chicken 
farmer upon her return to Elba eight 
years ago to care for her mother, 
‘Celia, who is an accountant by 
profession, was the business 
manager for the Alabaama Industrial 
School in Mt. Meigs, which is the 
penal institution for children; and 
later she was the comptroller for the 
Montgomery Community Action 
Agency. 

Buddy is.a talented musician who 
currently plays the keyboard with the 
“Scruples’’ at the ‘Night 
Life,’ the largest night club in 
Destin, Fla, He has recorded songs 
with Willy Nelson and George 
Wallace Jr., among others. When we 
inquired where Buddy got his 
musical ability, Celia replied that 
both sides of his family were 
musically inclined. 


He plays all over the country and 
has recorded one album and two 
single records. He and his wife Kim, 
a Birmingham native, are the 
parents of a son, Jason, age eight. 
He and Tommy own a deep sea 
He boat called the ‘‘Miss Sue 


Tommy is married to Cindy, a 
New Orleans native, and they are the 
parents of 18-month-old Sara. He is a 
car salesman, and like his grand- 
mother, in Celia’s words, ‘‘an avid 
fisherman,’’ 

James H, Jr., better known as 
‘““Buddy,’’ is married to the former 
Vickie Brunson, an Elba native, and 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Bud 
Brunson of Elba. They reside in 
Decatur where Buddy is Wildlife and

The annual Farm-City Week 
activities are scheduled for Nov, 
19-26.

meters on this list, of which ten were 
people who had moved and were 
awaiting final bills. 

The utility is holding ten bad 
checks and two of these have been 
turned over to the courts for 
collection. 

Bad debt losses for the year total 
$17,831.83. 

The utility pays the power bills 
listed above plus other operating 
expenses of $45 to $50 thousand and 
monthly bond payments of $9189.66, 
furnishes all electric service and 
water to the city-owned and operated 
buildings, street lights and ball 
parks. This figure is in excess of 
$73,000 a year. Operations of the 
water wells is figured at $41,000 for 
the electricity alone; the City of Elba 
is given $10,000 a month and the 
balance of the income is used for 
capital improvements and main- 
tenance of the sewer system which is 
at $68,794 for last year alone. 

The utility handled almost $3 
million in the past fiscal year. While 
the transfer to the city last year was 
$10,000 a month, it will have to 
increase to about $15,000 during this 
year if the city budget is to be 
balanced. The city approved a 
budget that includes this increase 
which has yet to be approved, or 
even disussed by the utility board. 


City School 


The Elba City Board of Education 
approved its budget for the 1987-88 
school year recently, and although 
the budget is less than the budget of 
a year ago, Supt. of Education Billy 
Crews stated the budget contained 
‘no frills’? and contained little room 
for unexpected expenses. 

“The budget is less than last 
year’s because of the $388,000 
received last year for the capital 
outlay,’’ reported Crews, ‘tand when 
you balance things out the budget is 
actually just about the same. The 
carryover from the previous year was 
very small and this year's budget 
contains no leeway, It will be 
extremely close for us to stay within

Elba firefighters praised for action 


at simulated crash of helicopter

~ At 5:50 p.m. Oct. 8 (Thursday), 
the Elba Volunteer Fire Dept. 


responded to an emergency call . 


reporting a UH-60 helicopter down 
near the Municipal Airport. 

Approximately 20  volunteeer 
firefighters on three emergency 
vehicles arrived on the scene in eight 
minutes, and began the necessary 
rescue procedures to evacuate the 
victims of the aircraft, 

“The guys did an outstanding 
job,”’ said John Langhammer, air 
safety specialist at the Ft. Rucker 
Safety Office. 

“The first thing is to check the 
crew members, then take care of the 
aircraft, The timing was really good 


the budget; however, we'll be 
conservative in our expenditures and 
will spend only when absolutely 
necessary.”’

Crews explained that approximately

“This is the first in a series of 
planned exercise practices with the 


“The small amount of revenue in 
excess of expenditures is less than 
we would like,’’ stated Crews, ‘but 
the budget is tight and we'll just 
have to watch our pennies and stay 
within our budget.
